Hitherto th* most interesting features 


in the history of South Africa have been 
the relations to ono another of the races 
that originally inhabited or have re- 
cently occupied it, and the most difficult 
problems which its future presents arise 
from the relations of these races. Three 
races are native, four are European. 
The cases of contact or conflict between 
European and aboriginal races, which 
have been numerous during the last 
four centuries, include those where the 
native race, though perhaps numerous, 
is comparatively weak and unable to 
assimilate European civilization, or to 
thrive under European rule, a rule 
which has often been harsh, or even to 
survive in the presence of a European 
population occupying its country. Those 
where Europeans have conquered a 
country already filled by a more or less 
civilized population, which ia sonumer- 
pog ai)d so prolific as to maintain itself 
in their presence, and those in which 
the native race is numerous and strong 
enough to maintain itself in the face of 
Europeans, while, on the other hand, 
there is plenty of room left for a large 
European population to press in. This 
ia what has happened in South Africa. 
The Dutch and the English settlers do 
not mix their blood with that of the 
natives. So far as can be "predicted, both 
whites and natives will go on increas- 
ing;, but not blending. We shall pres- 
ently see Low grave are the problems to 
Which, this fact must in the future give 
rise.—-James Bryoe in Century. 


.THE GLOBE OF MARS. 


What We Know to an Absolute Certainty 


About the Planet. 


We know that tbe. years of Mars, al- 


most twice as long'as ours, are composed 
of 686 days, 28 hours, SO minutes and 
41 seconda, and surely nothing need be 
more precisa We know also that the 
duration of day and night, or, to speak 
more exactly, that of the durnal rota- 
tion, is 24 hours, 87 minutes, 82 seconds 
and 65 hu'Ldredtha of a second. Wo 
know further that, since the inclination 
of .its axis of rotation is 24 degrees 52 
minutes, the seasons there are sensibly 
of the same intensity as upon our planet. 
Besides, with'Our own eyes we see the 
polar snows melt during the summer 
and reappear in the winter. 


Furthermore,-we know very exactly 


the geography of this neighboring 
globej and in this respect there is hard- 
ly any more mystery for us than in its 
calendar. 
We have observations and 


detailed drawings of its continents, its 
seas, its streams, its islands, its capes, 
tho mouths of its great rivers and its 
canals—there is not, ono might say, a 
single point upon the surface of Mars 
which haa not been the object of per 
petual study on the part of various ob- 
servers. 
. 
' 


Still further, we know also the den- 


sity of thia globe as well as tho intensity 
of gravity upon its surface, and these 
are two dominating elements in the or- 
ganization of its living residents. The 
whole globe of Mars, which has a di- 
ameter of about half that of tbe earth 
(538 
thousandths—6,728 kilometers or 


4,281 
miles) weighs only 105 thous- 


andths of our globe, or 625,584 quiutil- 
lions of kilp'grams. The density of the 
materials which compose Mars is infer- 
ior to that of the substances which com- 
pose the earth in tbe proportion of 711 
to 1,000. If we compare this density 
with that of water, for example, we find 
that the mean density of the earth is 6 }g 
times (5.50) greater than that of water, 
or, in other words, our globe weighs 
5^ times as much as a globe of water 
of the same dimensions. But Mars 
weighs not quite 4 times (8.91) as much 
as a globe of water of its dimensions. 
Its component substances are, then, less 
dense than ours.

The process brought forward by Hei- 


bling fpr the production of alumina frora 
clay, so as to be absolutely free from 
silica, is described in Comptes Eendns 
as very simple. The clay is thoroughly 
incorporated with a mixture in equal 
parts of ammonia and potassium sul- 
phates, in snoh proportion that three 
molecules of ammonium sulphfltet niay 
be present to every molecule of alumina, 
and the misttire~is mado into hollow 
bricks, which are then heated in an 
oven at.270 degrees to S80 degrees C. 
At this temperature both gaseous am- 
monia and acid ammonium solphate 
are given off,' which, immediately reacts 
with the potash salt present, acid potas- 
sium sulphate being formed, the latter, 
at the above temperature, comuinisg 
•with the alumina of tho clay to form 
alum, and this is finally extracted fr&m 
the bricks by means of •water and freed 
from iron by reorystallization, the in- 
soluble silica remaining behind being 
useful in cements.

ST. Louis, July 25.—la view of Bry- 


an's telegram declaring that he would 
not accept the nomination with Thoa. 
E. Watson, nominated last night for 
Vice President, the delegates were at 
sea as to their action regarding the 
Presidential nomination. Patterson of 
Colorado and ex-Governor ;LeweUing 
of Kansas counseled an endorsement 
and not a nomination, aa an endorse- 
ment would not require an acceptance. 
"Cyclone" Davis and others, however, 
of the radical wing, insisted that Bryan 
could not refuse the nomination, and 
if he did, the responsibility for disaster 
at the polls -would rest on the Democ- 
racy and not on the Populists. 


Senator Allen called the convention 


to order at 9:30 A. M. After prayer, 
nominations for President were de- 
clnred in order, and General James B. 
Weaver presented Bryan's name. Wea- 
ver made an eloquent appeal for nomi- 
nation and not endorsement, and said 
that Bryan had sent a manly dispatch 
saying he would only accept the nomi- 
nation if it included Sewall No man 
could have done less and be a man. 
Weaver said that the convention had 
got to a point where it should act with- 
out consulting Bryan or Senator Jones, 
his manager, as to who shall be the 
nominee of this convention. 


Weaver concluded amid great cheer- 


ing. 
The delegates sprang to their feet 


carrying banners bearing the words: 


A Crown of Thorns." The banner of 


Nebraska, with a portrait of Bryau was 
then carried around the hall. General 
Fields of Virginia seconded the nomi- 
nation of Bryan. 


When quiet had been restored he 


moved to suspend the rules and make 
the nomination unanimous. 


Ashby ol Texas said that Texas was 


ready to endorse Bryan if Bryan would 
endorse the Populist platform. 


A rolloall of the. States .was demand- 


ed and ordered on Field's motion mak- 
ing Bryan's nomination unanimous. 


The rollcall of States was interrupted 


by great confusion among the dele- 
gates. A telegram from Eugene V. 
Debs was then read, requesting that 
his name be not presented. 


The demand for a rollcall on Field's 


motion was then withdrawn, and the 
rollcall of States was resumed for nom- 
inations. 


Outer of California, ex-Governor 


Hynes of Georgia, Taubeneck of Illi- 
nois, Kolb or Alabama, and Jerry Sirap- 
uon of Kansas seconded Bryan's nomi- 
nation. Mrs. Minerva Roberts of Col- 
orado seconded Bryan, as did the dele- 
gations from Massachusetts and Mich- 
igan. 


Oaring the seconding speeches for 


Bryan, the Texas delegation withdrew 
in a body and absolute quiet prevailed 
for the first time to-day. Mrs. Lease 
seconded Bryan and Livingston of Mis- 
souri nominated Ignatius Donnelly. 
The latter refused to allow his name to 
be used. /He then nominated Coxey. 
Long of Missouri said that the nomi- 
nation of Coxey did not voice the wish 
of the Missouri delegation. 


Missouri will support Bryan if Bryan 


accepts the Populist platform, he eaid. 
Judge Greene of Nebraska seconded 
Bryan's nomination. 


Nevada, North Carolina, New Hamp- 


shire, New Jersey, Ohio, New York, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania/Tennessee, South 
Dakota, Utah, Virginia, Arizona and 
the District of Columbia seconded 
Bryan. 


Rhode bland seconded Norton, and 


Xexai remained firm in the middle of

low Is airing his financial ideas '?) be- 
fore tho public. While I am naught 
but a lightweight in financial circles in 
fact as well as argument, yet it is with 
the greatest pleasure that I don silver's 
raits and enter the boundless arena of 
the financial question to spar a few 
rounds with the learned Judge. 


Round one—His Honor, I under- 


stand, ia a warm advocate of a high 
protective policy for American indus- 
try. It ia to- be presumed that one 
reason for his advocacy of such a policy 
is because American labor is thus made 
independent of the laboring classes in 
Europe and these United States are 
freed from all dependence on England, 
Germany and the other European 
States, While upholding these lofty 
and patriotic ideas the learned Judge 
is at the same time warmly committed 
to the policy of intei national bimetal- 
lism, What does international bimetal- 
lism mean to us Americans ? It simply 
means that the citizens of these United 
States are to lay down their financial 
independence at the feet of European 
monetary despots and' are no longer to 
assert their complete nationality among 
the peoples of the earth. The honor- 
able Judge thinks it would be the better 
policy that England, Germany and 
Austria should do the financial legislat- 
ing for this country to the exclusion of 
the people and Congress. 
England 


dominates in the world of finance to- 
day. Germany and Austria are but her 
financial allies, and while she domin 
ates, this country need look for no aid 
from a foreign source. It would be 
highly disadvantageous to England's 
best interests to open her mints to the 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. 
She is the world's monetary center, the 
balance of trade is constantly inoreas 
ing her stores of gold and as long as 
these conditions exist England will be 
unalterably opposed to the free coin- 
age of silver or any other metal which 
will tend to lower the value of money 
in the markets of the world. Wall 
street is but abianchof the London 
office, manipulated and controlled by 
the Bank of England and the Roths- 
childs, Gold is their money and a vote 
for the gold standard in this country 
means the riveting of the chains of for- 
eign financial slavery firmer than ever 
upon tho business and industrial 
classes of the nation. A vote for free 
coinage is a vote for national financial 
independence. This country is rich 
enough and powerful enough to assert 
and hold her lead among the nations of 
the earth. Let us open the mints to 
the free coinage of silver and the rag 
tag-oapitalist-controlled monarchies o 
the old world will be following in our 
wake, There is no other way of getting 
bimetallism and solving the problem 
which stares the poor classes of this 
country in the face threatening them 
with starvation and industrial slavery

.anta, knowing where her own superi 
ority lay, bore down upon the packet, 
ihrew out grappling irons, and tried to 
carry her by boarding By tho ready 
ability of the packet's commander, Cur 
as, the first attack was defeated with 
Loss, but he was presently shot dead, 
and the command passed to the boat 
swain, a man named Pasco. He was BO 
illiterate that he could not write his 
name, but he understood how to com 
mand a ship m action, and he contmuec 
the defense with such vigor that the 
pnvateersmen cast loose tho grapple 
and prepared to sheer off They were 
not, however, to escape so easily 


Before tho two vessels could separate 


Pasco ran aloft, and lashing the Ata- 
lanta's squaiesailyurdto tho Antelope's 
foreshrouds, hammered away till the 
enemy, for all tho bloody flag of no 
quarter which was nailed to their mast- 
head, cued out for mercy. On taking 
possession of his prizo Pasco found 82 
of his opponents dead on the deck and 
but 16 of the whole 65 still unhurt The 
Antelope's loss was thiee killed and 
four wounded

able to add that Pasco did not want for 
praise aud reward oil liis retnm homo 
after this gallant action, -i-Macrnillan's 
Magazine.
